In any household where there is 
a young child, crawling or toddling, 
there should be no can of lye on

It is r e m a r k ­ 
able what they can get into.

anim al does— put a stran g e or un­

The result may be death, 
or, alm ost worse, one of those ter­ 
rible burns of the asophagus which 
resuh in a lot of scar tissue for­ 
mation with hardly enough opening 
in the gullet to let milk through. 
You think of lye as dangerous, but

powder.

W hen a child gets a bottle of pills, 
especially chocolate or sugar-coated 
and begins to eat them it goes on 
eating until it has consumed 50 or 
100. 
Each pill contains a very small 
dose 
of 
strychnine 
but 
the 
com ­ 
bined am o un t is enough to produce 
death from strychnine poisoning in 
a little child. 
Statistics from one life insurance 
company 
alone 
show 
tha t 
during 
1926. 
1927 
and 
192S, 
46 
cases 
of 
strychnine 
poisoning 
occurred 
in 
children all due to the accidental 
taking of c a thartic pills. 
Eighty- 
two 
children 
are

from all causes. 
T r worst of it is tha t strychnine 
is a 
/.B e un n e c essa ry drug to put 


in any pill. 
It.s action, while pow’er- 
fill, is not really helpful either in

cathartic or a cold pill. Fortunately, 
drug firms are recognizing this and 
removing it from their pill formulae.
